a cache for temporarily storing transformed XML data as data objects for later reuse. 

a cache monitor for ensuring that cached objects are validated when changes to XML data in the data store are detected by the server 
an object dependency mapper for automatically and continuously determining dependencies between XML data in the data store and sets 
of transformation rules 

Challenger discloses a cache (Figure 1A), for temporarily storing (abstract) "The update can include either storing a new version of the 
object in the cache; or deleting an object from the cache" and cache manager (1). Lipkin teaches an object dependency mapper (Figure 

8A). 

In response to applicant's argument that a cache for temporarily, a cache monitor, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention 
must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim.
